Dunn, echoing the query. “ Well, 
a fi ti> the am ount of heat am i cr» ld re­ 
ceived and distrib uted over this part of 
tne earth 1 cannot say tha t there is very 
n ich difference. Tlie seas^)ns may va ry 
w new hat, hut w hen the end of tlie year 
c/ mes around, and we f>egin to figure on 
I ofit and l(*8s of heat and cold, it is not 
ften that they do not counterb alance 
« « eh other or come close to it. 
How do 
I determ ine on the loss « if heat and cold? 
Well, b y taking tiie m eans of each 
month s t« *mperature for a great m any 
years and finding a norm al; then for 
each day ami each m onth calculations 
ar** made to show w hether the heat re­ 
ceive*! has b een deficient or in excess. 
Thus we are enab led to give the changes 
in seasons. 
For instance, the annual 
mean temperatur** for this city is exact­ 
ly 50.1 (legs. 
During l*Kk there was a 
deficiency of 45,2 degs. m ean tem pera­ 
ture, or alK*ut U degs. for each day. and 
every one knows the w inter was mild. 
This year tb « *re was an ex« *ess still great­ 
er, and it am ounts to nearly 2 <l« *gs. for 
each day. 
By com paring records for 
twenty years past I find the sam e excess 
or deficiency taking place. 
“ The cold snaps durin g tlie past w in­ 
ter were of short duration, b ut they 
were sufficiently severe to overcome the 
excess of heat gained for ten or fifteen 
days, ami it often occurs that the tem ­ 
peratur« ' w ill, run down to 8 or 10 degs. 
ab ove ze ro and rem ain there long enough 
for solid ice to form. 
Should tha t occur 
early in the season and ice rem ain on the 
ground, jieople would say it was a cold 
winter, b ut no m atter how cold it may 
Is*, if there is no ice or snow, then the 
old cry is heard ab out our grandfather's 
days. * Now the seasons show little or no 
change, except that the col« l spells are 
shorter, more severe and come later in 
the season, thus adm ittin g a greater 
num b er of days of m oderate cold. 
The 
same applies to the sum m er months. 
So 
tha t makes it im perative for people who 
b alance heat and cold b y feeling or m em ­ 
ory to change their methods. 
The high­ 
est mean annual tem perature for the 
past nineteen years is 52.9 and the lowest 
48.6, m aking a range of only 4.3. 
This 
fully verifies the statem ent tha t thp same 
am ount of heat and cold is received, and 
that if any change has taken place it 
m ust b e a t irregular intervals.” 
“ Do we receive our usual contrib u­ 
tions of snow?” 
“ For the year 1888 there was a trifle 
short of four feet, and for 1MM9 to date 
tw o feet seven inches. This shows a m a­ 
terial shortage of snow in comparison 
with previous years and a deci'Jed in­ 
crease in rainfall.” 
“ It is said that Professor Tyndall and 
others ascril*e the ab undance of rain au« i 
warm w eather this season to a chang** in 
in the course of the fiulf Strw nu, which 
b rings its current nearer t<» our « « » ast 
Do vou consider such to b e tlie case? 
“ No. 
In the first place, there is noth 
ing on record t«> show tha t there has 
l» een any change, except of a temporary 
natur« *, in the course of the stream , and 
then the only inform ation is b ased on a 
ivport 
from one captain, who, while 
crossing the Gulf Stream near latitude 33 
degs.. found the tem perature of the 
water in one place, that was al» out twenty 
miles vest of th** stream , to b«* the same 
tem perature as tha t noted w b ile in the 
stream center. 
Even should tliei« * b e a 
change ami the w arm current run 100 
miles nearer our coast, it would not ma- 
terially change our clim ate only at such 
times as the w ind would b low on shore 
for an indefinite period, as all th« » storm s 
pass fr« » m our shores to th«.* northeast, 
and tlu* prevailing w ind b low ing from 
I the southw est would of itself dispos** of 
| tlie theory of any change in the G ulf 
Stream as affecting our climate. 
“ The same weather conditions that ex­ 
ist in this sect ion prevail everyw here 
east *»f the Mississippi, an« * can readily 
b e aserib e.l to the unusual num b er of 
storm s crossing from the southw est over 
the lakes into Ganada, cutting *>tT cold 
waves and allowing high b arom etric 
pressures to hold full sway over the 
southern « tates, b « » th forces tending to 
increase the heat all along the line from 
the Mississippi to tb « * A tlantic and from 
the Gulf «»f Mexico to the lakes. 
'Ill** 
mild climate of the British Isles is jus t­ 
ly attrib uted to the Gulf S tream ; th« *ro 
th** prevailing winds ar« * from the ocean, 
from west t«* east, carrying with them 
the w arm , moist atm osphere created b y 
the stream. 
Now our prevailing w inds 
are off shore and tlu* Gulf S tream * an 
never produce such an effect on this sid 
! of the ocean until tli« * earth rotates in 
the opposit« * direction and our storms 
come from the east instead of the west.
